An account of his execution ends with 
similar testimony: "Kneeling with his 
face toward the ea t. he gave a signal, 
and with two strokes of the axe Rnl 
eigh was severed from all the vicissi- 
tudes and troubles of this world, nnd 
England, by the act of i cold hearted, 
a patriot, as a soldier or a sea- 
scholar, a poet or a philosopher, 
inu*t be ranked among the brightest 
•of the age in which we live" 
We have here a catalogue of the. 
qualities required by the author of 
"Shake-peare." Bacon's, manifold ac- 
complishments fall far short of the list, 
while those of the reputed author of the 

outside the works themselves, are too 
Raleigh has the ability, as well as the 
temperament and equipment to write 
the great dramas. i< beyond a'l cavil. 
His known poetry tands high in the 
literature of the period. His sonnet 
beginning. "Met Links I saw the grave 
wh. re l.aura day," which was deemed 
worthy of imitation by Milton, is class 
ed as one of the finest in the English 
language. His elegv on the death of 
Sydney was probablyq the best that 
event called forth, blending "the pa«- 
■loaal of personal regret withe the dig- 
nity of public grief." One stanza, fte 
clares a well-known critic, might be in 
scribed on a monument to Sydney: 

England doth Hotel thy limbs, that bred 

Flanders thy valor, where it last wa- 
tricd ; 

The camp thy sorrow, where thy Mat) 
died: 

Thy friends thy want: the world thy 
virtue's fame. 

There were many tributes to Ral- 
eigh's poetical genius during his life- 
time. In MM Fraueis Mere, referred to 
him as "one of the most pas-ionate 
amongst us to bewail and bemoan the 
perplexities of love." I'ut tenhani. in 
1MB, said in his 'Art of English l'oesy" 
"For ditty and amorous ode, I find Sir 
Walter Raleigh's vein most lofy, a«*f 
red that hig lost poem, "Cynthia," was 
a "fine and -weet invention." And Ed- 
mund Spenser him«elf. Raleigh's close 
friend and confidant. addres-e,l him ns 
"the Summer's night ihgale." whose 
tuneful ear might be unseasoned by 
his ow "rustic madrigal,' the '-Faerie 
Queene," in whose publication Rulcigh 
largely assisted. 

Modern critics have been equally 
oener. u. in praise of hi* literary genius. 
William finodwin declares that he was 
"a writer more learned than Shnke. 
peare, more polished by the vari.-ti. 
of human intercourse and that wit 
persons of the highest eminence an 
station than Hooker."

Almost 
every stage of his own career was cs 
sentially dramatic. Witne-s his splen 
did mtrance into court life. My Lord 
Bacon would have gladly spread hi- 
costly clonk in the mud to keep the 
dainty feet of Elizabeth unsoiled. but 
his wit was hardly equu] to such an 
occasion Witness Raleigh's grand 
bearing during his trial as he calmly 
and skilfully repeTled the vicious as 
-aults of his prosecutors. Witness also 
his conduct o the scaffold. Feeling the 
edge of the axe, he remarks with a 
smile: "This is sharp medicine' but it 
is a remedy for all diseases." When the 
executioner asks which way he prefer- 
to lay his head on the block he says, 
as he bends for the last act of his bril- 
liant life: "So the heart be right, it 
matters not how the head lies." 

These last words have the true
